4 Groups I, VI, and VII are different products. The compositions of a compound that inhibits the binding of 
the free light chain of immunoglobulin (Ig) to mast cells, Tamm-Horsefall glycoprotein (THP), and LC- 
binding peptides differ with respect to their structures and physicochemical properties; therefore each 
product is patentably distinct. 

5. Groups ll-V are different methods. The inventions as grouped in Groups ll-V are distinct, each from the 
other, because they represent different inventive endeavors as one does not suggest the other; therefore, 
each method is patentably distinct. 

6. These inventions are distinct for the reasons given above. In addition, they have acquired a separate 
status in the art as shown by different classification and/or recognized divergent subject matter. Further, 
even though in some cases the classification is shared, a different field of search would be required based 
upon the structurally distinct products recited and the various methods of use comprising distinct method 
steps. Therefore restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
